Harlow Town cup clash abandoned, three-car crash 
in Third Avenue and power disrupted. Welcome to

BLIZZARD conditions brought disrup¬ 
tion to some parts of Harlow when severe 
weather caused by an Arctic blast blew into 
town and sent temperatures plummeting. 

As heavy snow fell on Tuesday night, four peo¬ 
ple had a lucky escape when they were involved in 
a three-car pile up in which all the vehicles were 
written-off on one of the town’s busiest roads. 

Power lines also suffered as severe weather downed 
high voltage cables and Harlow Town FC’s home game 
against Billericay was abandoned after 55 minutes - 
the first time in 17 years weather has caused a home 
game to be cancelled mid-match. 

The chaos started shortly after the winter weather hit 
the town at around 8.30pm. Sleet and snow driven by 
high winds battered the area and at about 8.44pm emer¬ 
gency crews were called to Third Avenue after reports 
of a collision involving a Porsche Boxster, Renault Clio 
and Renault Megane. 

Police closed the road for nearly two hours to allow 
ambulance and fire crews to attend the scene and for

HARLOW Town 
experienced the first 
symptoms of FA Cup 
fever after 
securing a plum 
first round home 
tie against 
League Two side 
Macclesfield Town 
on November 8. 

The match will 
evoke memories 
of the biggest

During the 1980/81 and 1991/92 
seasons Harlow also reached the first 
round proper but lost to division two 
side Charlton Athletic 2-0 and third 
division Peterborough United 7-0. 

This season the Hawks secured their 
place in the first round after coming 
through four qualifying rounds. 
Sunday's draw on ITV1 was watched by 
around 50 players and fans at Barrows 
Farm. Harlow was one of the last teams 
to be picked out of the hat. 
Player-manager Ryan Kirby told the 
Star: "I cannot believe it took so long to 
get to us. 

"We would have liked a big team away 
like Leeds but it is nice to get a league 
team at home. It will be fantastic for 
our supporters.”

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New partnership 
to tackle truancy 


SCHOOL attendance in Harlow is slowly 
improving but the town’s truancy rate is 
still among the worst in Essex, according 
to new figures. 

Despite some improvements on last year, the 
latest statistics published by the Department for 


Children, Schools and 
Families show the town 
still lags behind most 
of the county in its 
efforts to curb absen¬ 
teeism. 

This year’s overall 
absence rates are 5.8 per 
cent for Harlow’s primary 
schools and eight per cent 
for secondary schools. 

However, the percent¬ 
age of half days missed 
without authorisation rem¬ 
ains above the Essex aver¬ 
age for both primary and 
secondaries. 

Jon O’Connor, chair¬ 
man of the Harlow 
Education Consortium, 
said there was still plenty 
of work to be done to 
clamp down on regular 
absentees. 

“Harlow schools have 
always worked hard to 
promote the importance 
of attendance and the lat¬ 
est figures suggest we are 
slowly gaining ground,” 
he told the Star this week. 

“Due to staffing diffi-

culties within the Essex 
education welfare service 
over the past 18 months, 
our schools have not had 
as much support as we 
need, despite the best 
efforts of colleagues on 
the ground in Harlow.” 

Mr O’Connor outlined 
plans for a new multi¬ 
agency approach to tackle 
the problem - operating 
under the banner of The 
Harlow Behaviour and 
Attendance Partnership - 
and pointed out the cru¬ 
cial role parents played in 
combating truancy. 

“Our main aim is 
always to make school 
exciting, involving and 
relevant for children and 
young people - and to 
encourage parents not to 
damage their children’s 
futures through term-time 
holidays or casual absen¬ 
ces,” he added.

Congestion fear 
aids bypass case 

THE case for a Harlow bypass was bolstered 
this week when planning chiefs identified 
tackling congestion on the Ml 1 as one of the 
region’s main transport priorities. 

The report of a transport summit chaired by 
the East of England Development Agency 
accepted the Ml 1 corridor was an area where 
congestion had a severe productivity impact. 

The conclusions of the report are expected 
to have a significant bearing on the regional 
funding allocation process during which all 
regions advise the Government on their trans¬ 
port priorities until 2021. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who has already 
pressed the Department for Transport to 
include plans for a Harlow bypass in the next 
allocation, hopes the report will strengthen 
the case for improved transport links. 

“This is even further evidence that some¬ 
thing must be done to reduce congestion in 
our town,” he said. “Time and time again, 
more information is produced to suggest that 
we desperately need action in this area. 

Mr Rammell’s Conservative rival Robert 
Halfon was more cautious. “Obviously, I’m 
pleased that the East of England Development 
Agency has recognised the need for improve¬ 
ments, but where’s the beef?” he said. 

“The fact is that after 10 years of a Labour 
Government, there is still no suggestion of 
when or where a Harlow bypass is going to be 
built.”

PAH's Orange 
alert for film

C ONTROVERSIAL 
’70s film A 
Clockwork Orange is 
one of the key films of its 
era but few are aware that 
some of its scenes were 
filmed in Harlow. 

In fact, the New Town played a 
huge role in director Stanley 
Kubrick’s thought processes 
when he was making the film. 
Local history officer David Devine 
tells Nostalgia that before deciding 
to use Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital for a few of the final 
scenes, Kubrick had made a trip to 
the town to see which buildings and 
areas of its striking architecture he 
could use as locations. 

“Stanley Kubrick knew about 
Harlow and he visited it to take 
photographs of potential buildings 
and locations he could use which 
were in keeping with the film,” he 
said. “He took a photograph of 
Harlow Town Station, the Town 
Hall and Longman’s building, 
which was opposite the train station 
at the time. 

“There could have been a lot of 
scenes filmed in Harlow - he was 
looking for a modernistic and brutal 
architecture which reflected the 
film’s style and the time it was set 
in, and our town fitted into that 
well.” 

In the end, Kubrick opted to shoot a 
majority of the film in 


Thamesmead, Woolwich, which 
bears a striking resemblance to the 
architecture at Harlow’s 
Bishopsfield estate. 

But he did return to the town to 
film several scenes in PAH’s 
Arkwright Ward for a sequence near 
the end of the film which follows a 
suicide attempt by the main 
character Alex, played by Malcolm 
McDowell. 

The filming took place for two 
months in the autumn of 1970 and 
Mr Devine said that in a recent talk 
he hosted about A Clockwork 
Orange , staff working at the 


hospital said the room was still 
recognisable. 

The film itself became a point of 
controversy after its release in 1971 
when it was accused by the tabloids 
of inspiring copycat violence, 
resulting in Kubrick himself 
deciding to withdraw the film in 
this country and forbid further 
showings of it, a state which 
persisted until his death in 1999.

A PENSIONER was 
left shaken after intr¬ 
uders wearing pink 
masks forced their 
way into her home 
during the early hours 
of the morning.

Their getaway vehicle 
had a spare wheel attached 
to the rear door with 
‘Cuffley’ written on the 
wheel cover. 

Detective Sergeant Tim 
Johnson said: “Although 
crimes of this severity are 
rare in Hertfordshire, this 
incident was extremely dis¬ 
tressing for the victim who 
was shocked though fortu¬ 
nately not injured. 

“We are appealing to peo¬ 
ple who may have informa¬ 
tion regarding this crime, or 
who witnessed anyone act¬ 
ing suspiciously in the area 
before or after the event 
took place, to come for¬ 
ward. Someone must know 
who these criminals are.”

A SALESMAN who repeatedly had sex 
with a vulnerable woman has had his jail 
term cut by Appeal Court judges. 

Peter Stockley (54) admitted seven 
counts of sexual activity with a person with 
a mental disorder at Chelmsford Crown 
Court in April and was jailed for eight 
years. But on Friday that was reduced to 
six-and-a-half years. 

The court heard Stockley, of Tithelands, 
Harlow, had marriage difficulties when his 
crimes began. Initially, he only exchanged 
hugs with the woman but eventually began 
to engage in sex with her and was reported 
to police by his wife when she found out. 

The couple, married for 31 years, are 
now in the process of divorce. 

Mr Justice David Clarke, sitting with Mr 
Justice Lloyd Jones, said Stockley’s wife 
was aware of only two occasions when her 
husband engaged in sexual activity with the 
woman. But once arrested, he admitted it 
had happened several other times. 

The judge said Stockley’s wife had writ¬ 
ten to urge that he be treated with sympathy 
and saying he needed help. She also praised 
him as a husband and father.

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Homeless dad's despair as kids sleep on the floor 


A HOMELESS father-of-three who 
returned to his home town of Harlow 
because he feared for the safety of his 
children claims he is being denied 
temporary accommodation by Harlow 
Council. 

Ernie Wright (38 ), pictured right, and 
children Corey (4), Katie (6) and Harley 
(7), have been forced to sleep on the 
floors of relatives since July when he left 
his council home in Northampton. 

Mr Wright came back to Harlow after 
his wife left him, he lost his job and 
found himself having to raise his three 
young children on his own. 


He was put on medication for depression 
but the final straw came when his home 
was burgled after yobs threw a paving 
slab through the front door. 

But since moving back to Harlow, Mr 
Wright has been frustrated in his 
attempts to find a place to live despite 
the fact his children have all enrolled at 
schools in the town. 

“We’ve been moving from floor to floor 
for months now and I’m at my wit’s 
end,” he told the Star. “The council 
seems unwilling to help us out, even 
with finding temporary accommodation. 


“I wouldn’t mind if they put us up in a 
halfway house; I just want somewhere 
my kids can have a bed until I can get 
back to work and sort this mess out.” 

He contacted MP Bill Rammell about his 
plight. “I immediately wrote to Harlow 
Council to urge them to review Mr 
Wright’s housing position as a matter of 
urgency, due to the stress and trauma the 
family have suffered,” said Mr Rammell. 
“I will continue to press the council to 
urgently address Mr Wright’s case.” 
While refusing to discuss individual 
cases, a council spokesman said: “In 
cases where an applicant claims to 


have children living with them we do 
require proof. If an applicant from 
another area does anything to 
jeopardise their tenancy then they are 
considered to have made 
themselves intentionally homeless 
and there is no duty for another 
council to house them. 

“We always make inquiries 
with previous landlords about 
prospective tenants. If the 
circumstances change for any 
applicant then we would be 
happy to re-consider their

A ROBBER who handed his iden¬ 
tity to police on a plate by giving 
his mobile phone as compensation 
for one he had stolen has been 
jailed for six months.

Detective Constable Jon Pine, of British 
Transport Police’s robbery squad, said the 
teenager was very scared and handed over the 
phone without argument.

do without a phone, Tanyongana decided to 
hand over his own phone, complete with con¬ 
tact details and photos,” said the officer. “It’s 
a nice boost to the investigation when key 
pieces of the puzzle have already been laid 
out for you.” 

The victim reported the robbery to police 
and investigators used the information con¬ 
tained in Tanyongana’s phone to identify and 
arrest him. 

Mr Pine said: “A police search team recov¬ 
ered the victim’s phone from on top of 
Tanyongana’s wardrobe as well as the 
clothes he wore during the robbery. Using 
CCTV we were also able to link him to two 
other offences.” 

The first was an attempted robbery of a 
disabled man between Hertford East and 
Ware stations in May 2007 while the sec¬ 
ond took place on a train between 
Broxboume and Harlow Town in January 
when Tanyongana attempted to befriend a 
13-year-old by engaging him in conversa¬ 
tion about his phone. 

The victim handed his phone over to 
Tanyongana to look at but when he asked 
for it back he was told, “No. You’ve been 
robbed.” 

Mr Pine added: “ft was a combination of 
Tanyongana’s own stupidity and good 
police work that led to him being arrested 
just hours after the offence.” 

Tanyongana pleaded guilty to two counts 
of robbery and one of attempted robbery.

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Victim of poison 

SIR, Further to your report ‘Rat 
poison is spread around Harlow 
fields’ (Star, October 16), some 
three weeks ago in the Nettleswell 
field area my young and healthy 
golden retriever suddenly went into 
a seizure and immediately 
collapsed. 

She was treated by a local 
veterinary practice and then 
transferred to a veterinary hospital 
in Newmarket. Despite all their 
best efforts, they were unable to 
save her. Tests showed that she had 
a high level of toxins in her system 
commensurate with poisoning of 
some nature. 

I would urge dog owners to be 
extra vigilant, as from your article 
it would appear this is becoming a 
widespread problem covering 
several fields and areas of park 
land in the town. 

I contacted the environmental 
health department to find out what 
council procedures were in regard 
to pest control and was informed it 
had a very clear policy covered by 
legislation that vermin control 
chemicals are used in such a way 
as to be inaccessible to any other 
creature. 

How, then, have my pet and these 
other poor animals been killed? Is 
it the act of a malicious individual 
or individuals or has this been 
caused by the rank stupidity of 
someone hoping to control vermin 
in a highly irresponsible manner? If 
a dog can come in contact with 
dangerous chemicals freely 
scattered, then so can a child or 
adult. 

It would also appear, since 
publication of your article, there 
have been other cases reported to 
the RSPCA. So what is Harlow 
Council doing to investigate this 
serious problem and does it intend 
to place warning signs in areas that 
may be affected?

Bully report unfair

Don't let them 

SIR, Children need protection and the best people to do 
this are their parents and guardians, yet their rights are 
being eroded. 

Last month, after receiving the Fair Processing Notice 
from my grandson’s nursery and having read reliable 
articles on the internet, I wrote to Essex County Council 
asking for non-personal information relating to 
databases holding information on children as young as 
three. 

One article claimed that in 3,500 primary schools across 
the UK, impressionable children aged five-11 are being 
fingerprinted, 750,000 have already been processed and 
20 schools a week are joining the scheme. In addition, 
children as young as three are also being targeted and 
that under the Data Protection Act schools do not have 
to seek parental consent to take and store children’s 
fingerprints. 

I sought assurances from the county council that it will 
not be adopting biometric data systems (fingerprinting, 
retina scanning, ID photographs, etc) without parent 
knowledge and approval. The reply I received stated: 
“The Authority does not hold information on which 
schools have, or plan to have, arrangements in place for 


the collection of biometric data, nor are we required to 
do so. It is down to individual governing bodies to decide 
whether or not to implement fingerprinting (or indeed 
other forms of biometric data)”. 

The council stated it has provided schools with a 
guidance to enable them to take an informed decision. 
This guidance asks if the school is considering 
introducing biometric technology to support 
administration of attendance, the school library, canteen 
or other facilities and gives some information pertaining 
to the implications of data protection. 

On the subject of consent, the guide suggests that it is 
good practice to seek consent but warns there are 
potential pitfalls. If parents (or older children) object, 
they will have to consider alternative arrangements and 
if a significant number object they might have to 
abandon the plans. If they do not formally ask for 
consent, the act of taking a fingerprint or other form of 
identification in itself requires the willingness of the 
individual; how will they respond to a child - of 
whatever age - who refuses to go through the process? 
But this is guidance only; no school in Essex (or 
anywhere else) needs to conform. Most parents know 


that young chddren could be told that what they are 
about to do is either part of a fingerpainting not 
fingerprinting exercise or a fun thing to do because they 
just have to press the key the next time and as if by 
magic their details will appear. 

In these scenarios and many others, innocent children 
would co-operate fully and probably would not 
communicate what had transpired to their parents or 
guardians. Older children may feel pressured to comply 
or forced to if the majority did. 

One police fingerprint officer’s view was: “I would 
assume that before printing kids (especially those under 
the age of criminal responsibility) schools would have to 
provide a detailed and explicit set of guides, rules and 
exceptions for what purposes prints are taken, how and 
where they will be stored, and a policy for their eventual 
destruction.” 

I urge all parents and guardians to contact their child’s 
school governing body and obtain assurances in writing 
that they will not be infringing your child’s civil liberties 
by going down the biometric route.

Woman told 
cop: 'Rape me' 


A POLICE officer who 
approached a bloodstained 
woman in a Harlow street 
just after 5am in the morn¬ 
ing was told: “Go on, 
****j n g ra p e me ,” a court 
has been told. 

At the time, Sharon 
Fotheringham (35), of Bishops- 
field, Harlow, was holding a bro¬ 
ken bottle neck and threatening 
to cut herself. 

However, Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told the officer managed 
to quieten her down and she was then 
put in handcuffs and leg restraints. 

Fotheringham pleaded guilty to 
using threatening and abusive words 
and having an offensive weapon at 
the hearing on Thursday. She was 
placed under a two year supervision 
order with mental health treatment. 

Passing sentence, Judge Anthony 


Goldstaub told her: “You have to 
appreciate behaviour of this kind just 
isn’t acceptable. There comes a 
point, I’m afraid, when there is no 
course a court can take other than 
send you to prison. But we haven’t 
got there yet.” 

The judge said that family prob¬ 
lems meant Fotheringham had lived 
in foster homes as a child and later 
lived rough. He said she had com¬ 
mitted offences of public disturbance 
and mayhem while drinking four or 
five bottles of vodka a week. He 
added: “You must conquer your alco¬ 
hol addiction.” 

Mark Fatham, prosecuting, told 
the court that on August 1 an officer 
went to Abercrombie Way, Harlow, at 
5.10am following a phone call to 
police. 

He found Fotheringham on a 
grassed area shouting and swearing. 
She was unsteady on her feet and 
smelt of alcohol, and when the offi¬ 


cer got to within a metre of her he 
noticed she was holding the neck of 
a broken bottle in her hand. 

She started to shout abuse at him 
and, already bloodstained, began 
“slashing at herself, at her own 
neck”. 

As a result the officer drew a 
defensive spray and gave three short 
blasts in her face. 

She had initially struggled, kick¬ 
ing out, abusing the officer and also 
saying: “Go on, ****ing rape me.” 

After being restrained and calm¬ 
ing down, she was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where she then 
became aggressive once more. She 
was again restrained and staff found 
cuts on her arms and neck. 

The court heard that the day 
before she had been drinking heavi¬ 
ly, been refused entry to a club in 
Harlow and had continued drinking 
at a friend’s house before the inci¬ 
dent. 


PAH has country's lowest C-Diff rate 


PRINCESS Alexandra 
Hospital in Harlow has the 
lowest infection rate for a 
killer bug in the country. 

The trust responsible for 
PAH has reported 20 cases 
of C-Difficile since April, 
compared to 138 in the 
same period last year. 

The significant impro¬ 
vement in healthcare-asso¬ 
ciated infection during the 
past nine months has been 
attributed to a number of 
cleanliness initiatives. 

These include vigorous 
hand hygiene audits, a 
management-driven root 


cause analysis of specific 
cases of hospital-acquired 
infection, plus the avail¬ 
ability of ‘body maps’ for 
individual patients which 
provide more detail about 
sites where drips or other 
lines have been adminis¬ 
tered and when, making 
clinical staff aware of 
when they need to be 
removed to limit infection. 

Chief executive Chris 
Pocklington said: “This is 
a great achievement for us 
and our work to combat 
infection is being recog¬ 
nised. It will always be dif¬ 


ficult to reduce numbers to 
the low number seen in 
specialist hospitals that 
have the lowest C-Diff 
rates because they do not 
cover the number of clini¬ 
cal specialities that we do. 

“However, we can be 
confident that we are 
ahead in relation to other 
district general hospitals.” 

The introduction of new 
modern matrons and the 
work of a dedicated infec¬ 
tion-control team have 
continued to raise the 
awareness and educate 
people about combating 


infections. 

Clostridium Difficile is 
a bacterium naturally pres¬ 
ent in the gut of about 
three per cent of adults. 
However, some antibiotics 
can interfere with the bal¬ 
ance of good bacteria and 
cause symptoms such as 
diarrhoea and vomiting. 

To reduce the number of 
people who are vulnerable 
to the infection, strict guid¬ 
ance has been issued 
throughout the trust which 
advises doctors to pre¬ 
scribe antibiotics cautious¬ 
ly.

recovery trucks to 
remove the wreckage. 
Initially it was 
thought a woman 
driver was trapped in 
one of the cars but 
despite the apparent 
severity of the 
collision nobody was 
seriously injured. The 
woman was taken to 
hospital with a wrist 
injury while the other 
three were said to 
have been uninjured. 
Harlow fire station 
officer Russell Cottis, 
who attended the 
scene, said the 
conditions were 
treacherous. “It could 
have been a lot worse 
given the state of the 
cars,” he said. 

Police said the driver 
of the Porsche, a 43- 
year-old man, had 
been arrested on 
suspicion of drink 
driving and bailed 
until December 22 
pending further 
inquiries.

QUANTUM OF SOLACE

AGENT 007 returns, all guns blazing, in 
the action-packed follow-up to Casino 
Roy ale, set in the immediate aftermath of 
the blockbusting 2006 film. 

Quantum Of Solace opens with a spectacular 
car chase through the historic streets of Siena, 
Italy, culminating in a pursuit over the 
rooftops which recalls the breathtaking 
Morocco sequence from The Bourne 
Ultimatum. 

It’s no surprise that many of the behind-the-scenes 
crew have close ties to the Bourne franchise - at 
times, the similarities become more of an imitation 
and, unfortunately for Bond, his American 
counterpart does it far better. 

Director Marc Forster ensures the pace doesn’t 
slacken for the opening hour, including a fist-fight 
on a series of ropes and pulleys, a high-speed boat 
chase and an aerial dogfight. 

Once audiences finally catch their breath, the 
ramshackle plot unfurls with no sense of urgency 
and all of the adrenaline pumping through the 
film’s veins dissipates, building to a deeply 
disappointing final showdown in Chile. 

Quantum Of Solace is the first Bond movie in 
which the principal lovely doesn’t disrobe and 
succumb to James’ charms; amusingly, there’s 
more sexual tension between M and her 
headstrong protege. 

Following the death of Vesper Lynd, Bond (Craig) 
joins M (Dench) to interrogate Mr White 
(Christensen), part of a secret organisation 
responsible for his beloved’s demise. 

The trail leads to beautiful Haiti, where Bond meets 
the enigmatic yet alluring Camille (Kurylenko), a 
woman pursing a secret vendetta against ruthless 
businessman Dominic Greene (Amalric) and his 
associate, exiled General Medrano (Cosio). 

Greene and his allies plan to sweep Medrano back 
into power, overthrowing an entire Latin American 
regime, in exchange for a seemingly worthless 
piece of desert. 

As the vengeful British agent edges closer to 
discovering the identities of the men responsible 
for Vesper’s death, he takes justice into his own 
bloody hands, clashing with old friends Felix Leiter 
(Wright) and field agent Mathis (Giannini). 
Quantum Of Solace pales next to its predecessor, 
lacking a compelling lead villain or coherent 
storyline while Craig’s performance is even colder 
and more aloof here. 

Fans of the series will thrill to the action scenes, but 
the 21st century 007 is in danger of severing all ties 
to his glorious past, losing the gadgets, double 
entendres and the charm - indeed, everything that 
made us fall in love with Bond back in 1962.

THE ultra-perky Disney Channel 
phenomenon comes to the big screen for 
the first time. 

Boyishly cute leading man Zac Efron is 
blatantly the star attraction of this feelgood 
fantasy and director Kenny Ortega opens 
with a lingering close-up of the 21-year-old 
shaking his sleek, sweat-drenched locks 
before launching into one of the high- 
energy song and dance numbers which 
have become the series’ trademark. 

When Efron belts out his solo piece 
Scream, girls in the audiences oblige at 
ear-splitting volume. 

Ortega, who doubles as choreographer, 
pulls out all the stops to make the most of 
the widescreen format, delivering dazzling 
set-pieces which reach a crescendo in 
Riley’s Salvage Yard, where Troy (Efron) 
and best buddy Chad (Corbin Bleu) duet 
on The Boys Are Back over a moving 
assault course of tyres and scrap-metal 
cars. 

Screenwriter Peter Barsocchini glues these 
colour-saturated spectaculars together 
with minimum plot and character 
development, essentially replaying 
romances and rivalries from earlier 
instalments in the series. 

The dialogue is loaded with so much 
schmaltz, you’ll probably require urgent 
dental attention by the rip-roaring finale. 
The movie bids a tearful farewell to most 
of the actors who have made the series a 
toe-tapping success, uniting Troy, Chad 
and chums for one final performance 
under the direction of ebullient drama 
teacher Ms Darbus. 

High School Musical 3: Senior Year 
continues to peddle a rose-tinted view of 
adolescence - the only drug you’ll see is 
caffeine and the furthest these lusty, 
hormone-addled teens stray is holding 
hands in the moonlight.

Heavy metal heroics strike gold 


IRON MAN 

(Paramount, 12, retail & rental) 

AFTER years of licensing their comic 
book characters for other companies to 
turn into largely indifferent or poor 
flicks, Marvel has finally struck 
paydirt by going into the movie 
business for itself. 

The first results - this and 
Louis Leterrier’s The 
Incredible Hulk - stand as 
two of the finest superhero 
movies yet made and 
promise great things for 
forthcoming Marvel Studios 
projects featuring Thor, Ant- 
Man, Luke Cage, Doctor Strange, 

X-Men villain Magneto, Captain 
America and The Avengers. 

Jon Favreau gets the tone just right, 
directing Iron Man with a sly ironic wit and a 
flair for mounting dazzling action sequences, his 
bold visuals perfectly complimenting a superb 
performance by Robert Downey Jr as cynical arms 
manufacturer Tony Stark. 

Captured in the Middle East by terrorists, Stark is 
locked in a Tora Bora-like cave complex and put to 
work making a super weapon - but, cannibalising 
whatever parts are to hand, he instead devises an 
armoured suit in which he bludgeons his way free. 
Back home in America, he announces an ethical 
repositioning of Stark Industries and sets to work 
secretly perfecting his crude prototype into a lean, 
mean jet-propelled fighting suit. 

His late father’s partner Obadiah Stane (Jeff Bridges, 
hamming it gloriously) is less than pleased at a move 
away from the commerce of carnage and decides to 
tackle the burgeoning superhero Stark with his own 
clanging creation of heavy metal. 

Downey Jr seems born to the role, a bon vivant 
egotist peddling a great line in wry self-deprecation 
and every bit at home with the exhilarating combat. 
For the first homegrown movie out of the Marvel 
stable, Favreau sets the bar high for his successors.

THIS SPORTING LIFE 

(Network, 12, retail) 

Made in 1963, Lindsay Anderson’s classic drama is a 
key film of the gritty British new wave (and one of the 
last entries in it) as well as an early chance for 
Richard Harris to show just what he could do. 

Despite sharing much of the naturalism which defined 
the likes of Saturday Night And Sunday Morning and 
Up The Junction, This Sporting Life is a different kind 
of animal in many ways, a far bleaker proposition 
which employs symbolism as much as realism in its 
tale of violent sport, beer and broken lives. 

Despite its grim Northern locale, Anderson’s film is 
less concerned about the class war (although it 
remains an issue) than with people’s failure to 
communicate, and in Harris’ character of Frank 
Machin he has an exceptional non-communicator to 
study - a brawling, burly miner who lives for violent 
confrontation on the pitch where he’s king (coaxed 
and coached by William Hartnell’s sinister ‘Dad’ 
Johnson), even though he can’t begin to articulate his 
gentler emotions to his middle-aged, widowed 



landlady (Rachel Roberts). 

Digitally restored and presented in its proper ratio, the 
film is accompanied by a booklet, promotional 
materials and script PDFs, a gallery and trailer.

STRIP NUDE FOR YOUR KILLER 

(Shameless Screen Entertainment, 18, retail) 

The death of a young fashion model during an 
abortion which her dodgy doctor contrives to conceal 
is the catalyst for a series of brutal assassinations by a 
leather-clad biker in this over-excited, sleazy and 
enjoyable 1975 Italian thriller. 

As events (and insides) unravel, it soon becomes 
clear that just about everybody at the Albatross 
modelling agency is a potential victim or killer, from 
haughty predatory bisexual Gisella who runs the 
place to groovy snapper-turned-amateur sleuth Carlo 
and his colleague/lover Magda. 

As the plot twists itself into pretzels, director Andrea 
Bianchi piles on the lurid ambience with a welter of 
well-paced murders, gratuitous nudity and some 
pleasingly stylish flourishes (such as the running taps 
and flashback to the opening death which herald 
another looming splash of crimson) while Berto 
Pisano’s score bumps and grinds along like a pastiche 
porn soundtrack. 

Solid exploitation fun, although it could have done 
with being a little less concerned with plot mechanics 
and characterisation in favour of cutting loose with 
some of its more lunatic tendencies.

LOU REED’S BERLIN 

(Artificial Eye, 12, retail) 

After the commercial failure of his 1973 album Berlin 
- a concept album of dejection, jealousy, drug abuse 
and loss set in the divided city of the same name - 


Lou Reed decided never to perform it live. 

Fortunately for his fans, he changed his mind and in 
2006 played it for five nights at St Ann’s Warehouse, in 
Brooklyn. 

Director Julian ( Basquiat, Before Night Falls) 

Schnabel was on hand to record it but, with no 
disrespect to his camera eye, the power of this live 
concert film derives from the rich musical material 
itself and the hermetic intimacy of the venue. 

He shoots it straight and with admirable restraint, 
while Reed’s band is tight as a tambourine skin and 
deliver unfussy takes of the songs’ unpredictable 
rhythms and prog tendencies.

DANGERVISION 

(Network, 15, retail) 

Somewhere between The Young Ones and Filthy, 

Rich & Catflap, Rik Mayall and Adrian Edmonson 
unleashed the archetypes of the comic personas that 
would eventually lead to the gloriously puerile 
mayhem of Bottom. 

Starting out on Saturday Live, the duo appeared as 
siblings Sir Adrian and Richard Dangerous, a manic 
sub-Vaudeville act hinged around the performance of 
appallingly dangerous, badly executed stunts. 

Most of the time, this results in the pair bickering and 
trading blows while Sir Adrian variously leaps off 
buildings, sets himself alight, detonates dynamite in 
his underpants, is hurled through acres of sugar glass 
and sort of fired from a cannon. 

Brought to DVD from a domestic video recording 
since the original masters went astray, this disc also 
features the banned Kinky Sex sketch; 75 minutes of it 
all in one go can be a bit much, but in smaller doses 
it’s demented if undemanding fun, all in the worst 
possible taste.
